An act for the government of Gin- 

holders and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative 
Council and House of Representatives of the Ala¬ 
bama Territory, in General Assembly convened, 
That it shall be the duty of every Ginholder to 
mark on each and every bale of Cotton, by 
him ginned and bailed, his or her proper name, 
at full length, and also the place of his or her 
residence. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That if any 
person or persons shall violate any provision 
in the foregoing section, he, she, or they shall 
be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in any court of record, by ac¬ 
tion of debt; and the one half of such recovery 
shall accrue to the use of the Territory, and the 
other half to the use of the party who shall sue 
for the same: 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That any 
and every person or persons, who shall hereafter 
be guilty of furnishing or exhibiting any false 
sample of any baled cotton, by him, her or 
them offered for sale, he , she or they shall be 
liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars, to be 
recovered by action of debt, in any court of re¬ 
cord, in addition to such damages as may be 
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sustained by the purchaser or purchasers of such 
cotton, so falsely represented; and the one half 
of such penalty shall accrue to the use of the 
To whom territory, and the other half to the use of the 
accrued party who shall sue for the same. 

Sec. 4 And be it further enacted, That any 
person or persons who shall commit any fraud, 
in the packing or baling of cotton, by placing 
good cotton on the outside of such bale, (com¬ 
monly called plating) when the interior part 
thereof is composed of inferior cotton, or by 
putting and mixing with the cotton, contained 
in any bale, any other material or substance, 
Punishment than ginned cotton, shall be liable to prosecu¬ 
tor fraud. tion by indictment; and, on conviction, shall 

be fined in such sum as the jury trying the same 
may deem proper, and moreover be imprison¬ 
ed, at the discretion of the court, not exceeding 
thirty days; besides double damages to be re¬ 
covered at the suit of the party aggrieved.

to grant private ways, in cer¬ 
tain cases. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative 
Council and house of Representatives of the Ala¬ 
bama Territory, in General Assembly convened. 
That in all cases where no part of the tract o 
land owned by any individual in this Territo¬ 
ry, touches a public high way, the county court 
of such county may, in their discretion, on the 
application of one or more persons, so situated 
order and grant a private way, not exceeding 
fifteen feet in width, leading from the most 
convenient part of such tract of land to the 
nearest public high way; such order to be 
made, in all cases, on the report of the jury, of 
the same number, and under the same rules 
and restrictions, as are required by law in the 
case of public high ways. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That when 
ever a private way shall be granted, in confor¬ 
mity with the provisions of this act, it shall be 
the duty of the person or persons, on whose ap¬ 
plication the same may be granted, to open and 
keep the same in repair, at his or their own ex¬ 
pence, until regularly discontinued: Provided, 
that no such person or persons shall be thereby 
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exempted from any duty required by law on 
public high ways.

and from thence a direct course to the mouth of 
James Moore's spring branch, on Mahon's 
creek, and thence down said creek to the ford, 
on the waggon road leading from Hazlett's to 
the Pleasant valley, thence a direct course to 
where the road leading from Thomas Lindsay's 
to William Loveladys, crosses the Cahawba 
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valley road, thence along said road to Major 
John Mahon's, and leaving him in the county 
of Cahawba, thence a direct course to where 
the boundary line of the county of Tuskaloo- 
sa crosses Roup's valley creek , thence along 
the boundary line of said county, to the south 
east corner of the county of Blount, and thence

law, to have, purchase, receive possess, enjoy, 
and retain to them, and their successors, lands, 
rents, tentements, hereditaments, goods, chat¬ 
tels and effects of whatsoever kind, nature and 
quality, to an amount not exceeding , in the 
whole, six hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
including the amount of the capital, stock a 
foresaid; and the same to sell, grant demise a- 
lien or dispose of: to sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded, answer and be answered, de¬ 
fend and be defended, in any suit, action, mat¬ 
ter or thing depending in any court of law or 
equity; and also to make, have and use a 
common seal: - and the same to break, alter 
and renew at their pleasure, and also, ordain, 
establish and put in execution, such bye-laws 
and ordinances and regulations as they shall 
deem necessary and convenient, for the govern¬ 
ment of the said corporation, not being con¬ 
trary to the constitution thereof, or the laws of

ways, that nothing in this act contained shall 
extend to any sale or sales by Auction, of 
goods, wares or merchandise, made pursuant 
to, or in execution of any rule, order, decree, 
sentence or judgment of any court of the Ala¬ 
bama Territory, or made in virtue or by force 
of any distress for rent, or other cause for which 
a distress is allowed by law or made in conse¬ 
quence of any Bankruptcy, or insolvency, pur¬ 
suant to any law concerning bankruptcies or 
insolvencies, or made in consequence of any 
general assignment of property and effects, for 
the benefit of creditors; or made by or on be¬ 
half of executors or administrators; or made 
pursuant to the directions of any law of the Ala¬ 
bama Territory, touching the collection of any 
tax or duty, or disposal by Auction of public 
property of the United States, or of the Alaba¬ 
ma Territory; nor to any such sale or sales 
by Auction, of ships or vessels, their tackel, ap¬ 
parel and furniture, or the cargoes thereof, 
which shall be wrecked or stranded, within the 
Alabama Territory and sold for the benefit of 
the insurers or proprietors thereof. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That no 
person after the first day of March next, shall 
exercise the trade or business of an Auctioneer, 
by the selling of any goods, wares or merchan- 
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dise, whatsoever, by Auction, or any other 
mode of sale, whereby the best or highest bid¬ 
der is deemed to be the purchaser, unless such 
To obtain person shall have a license, issued pursuant to 
license. the directions of this act, on pain of forfeiting 

for every such sale at Auction, the sum of twen¬ 
ty dollars, together with the sums or duties 
payable by this act, upon the goods, wares and 
merchandise so sold : Provided however, that 
Proviso nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
require a license for the sale at auction of any 
estate, goods, chantels or other thing which by 
this act are not made liable to duty, or exempted 
from duty. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted /That the Go¬ 
vernor of the Alabama Territory, shall grant 
licenses to such persons in each and every

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That sepa¬ 
rate elections shall be opened and held agreea- 
Marion. bly to law, in and for the county of Marion, at 
the house of Scott Montgomery, on Bullahatcha 
and at the house of William Leech, on Looksa- 
oppalala; and it shall be the duty of the per¬ 
sons holding said elections, to make return 
thereof, on the second day after the same are 
closed, at the house of J esse McKinney, at 
whose house the courts of said county shall be 
hereafter holden. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That sepa- 
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rate elections shall be opened and held agreea¬ 
bly to law, in and for the county of Tuskaloo- 
sa, at McCawan's Bluff, at the house of Robert Tuskaloosa 
Woods, and at the house of George Swindle, 
and it shall be the duty of the persons holding 
said elections to make return thereof at the 
Falls of Tuskaloosa , on the second day after 
the same are closed. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That there 
shall be held in the county of Dallas, two addi¬ 
tional elections- one at the house of George 
Tubos, and one at the house of J oseph Britton, Dallas 
to be conducted and held at the same time, and 
in the same manner, as other separate elections 
are held and conducted in any county in this 
Territory.

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An act for the government of the 

Port and Harbor of Mobile. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative 
Council and House of Representatives of the Ala¬ 
bama Territory, in General Assembly convened, 
That the Governor of this Territory shall from 
time to time, as often as it shall be requisite, 
appoint some proper person to be Harbor mas¬ 
ter of the Port of Mobile, and the said Harbor 
master, before he enters upon the duties of his 
office, shall execute a bond to the governor of 
this Territory, with two sufficient securities to 
be approved of by said Governor, in the sum 
Harbor of three thousand dollars, conditioned for the 
master faithful and impartial fulfilment of his duties 

required of him by this act ,and shall also take 
an oath duly and faithfully to execute the 
same. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the 
said Harbor master shall have authority to re¬ 
regulate and station all ships and vessels in 
the Bay or Harbor of Mobile, within the limits 
of the said corporation, and at the wharfs there¬ 
of, and remove from time to time, such ships 
and vessels, as are not employed in receiving or 
discharging their cargoes, to make room for 
Duties. such others as require to be more immediately 
accommodated, for the purpose of receiving and 
discharging theirs; and as to the fact of their 
being fairly and bonafide employed in receiving 
or discharging their cargoes, the said Harbor 
master is hereby constituted the sole judge; 
and the said Harbor master shall have autori- 
ty to determine how far, and in what instances 
it is the duty of the masters and others having 
charge of ships and vessels to accommodate 
each other in their respective situations; and 
if any master or other person shall resist or 
oppose the said Harbor master in the execution 
of the duties of his office, such master or other 
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having charge of any ship or vessel, or other 
person whatsoever, shall for every such offence 
forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dollars, to be 
recovered with cost of suit, in the name of the 
Treasurer of the town of Mobile, before any Penalty 
court having cognizance thereof, all of which 
dues when collected, shall be paid to the said 
Treasurer, for the use of the poor of said town. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of the said Harbor master to 
superintend and inforce all laws of this Terri- Nuisances 
tory, and all the laws of the town of Mobile, 
for preventing and removing all nuisances 
whatsoever, in or upon the wharfs within the 
corporate limits of said town. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of all persons acting as pilots 
in the port of bay of Mobile, to register their Register, 
names and places of abode respectively, in the 
office of the said Harbor master, and the name, 
size and dimensions of the respective pilot boats 
used by him or them. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That the 
said Harbor master shall have power to order 
any branch pilot or deputy pilot whom he may 
find in the town of Mobile, to return to his sta¬ 
tion at Mobile point, and any pilot refusing to 
comply with the said order, or who shall evade Deputy 
the same, or shall refuse or neglect to perform Pilot 
any of the duties herein before imposed upon 
him, shall on due proof thereof, made to the 
master and wardens of the said port, be subject 
to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, to be reco¬ 
vered with cost of suit, before any court having 
cognizance thereof, in the name of the Treasu¬ 
rer of the town of Mobile, or to be rendered 
incapable of acting as a pilot thereafter, as in 
the judgment of the said master and wardens 
may be deemed proper. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the 
K 
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said Harbor master, in case of sickness or tem¬ 
porary absence, shall have power to appoint a 
deputy, and the same to remove or displace and 
appoint another in his room. And further the 
said Harbor master shall have power to demand 
and receive from the commander, owners 
or consignees or either of them, of every ship 
or vessel that may enter the port of Mobile, 
and load, unload or make fast, to any of the 
wharfs within the limits of the said town at and 
Rate. after the rate of three cents per ton, to be com¬ 

puted from the tonnage expressed in the regis¬ 
ters of such ships or vessels respectively, and 
no more: Provided always, that the sums shall 
not extend to chalons, flats or keel boats, which 
are employed in the river trade, unless upon 
Proviso the application of the person having charge of 
such chalon, flat or keel boat so employed; - 
the said Harbor master shall interfere and ad¬ 
just any difference respecting the situation or 
position of such flat or boat, which differences 
the said Harbor master is authorised to hear and 
determine, in which case the said Harbor mas¬ 
ter may demand and recover in manner afore¬ 
said, from the party in fault in the promises 
the sum of two dollars for every difference so 
adjusted, and no more. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That it shall 
be lawful for the Governor of this Territory to 
appoint as often as shall be necessary, one fit 
and proper person to be master and three other 
fit and proper persons to be wardens of the said 
Officers port of Mobile, who shall be called the master 
and wardens of the port of Mobile, and also 
two or more sufficient persons to be branch pi¬ 
lots of the said port, each of which branch pi¬ 
lots may appoint deputies under him: Provi¬ 
ded that no person shall be appointed a depu¬ 
ty until he shall have obtained a certificate 
from the master and wardens aforesaid, or any 
three of them, under their hands, that he is du- 
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ly qualified for such office : and if any person 

not appointed as aforesaid shall pilot any ship Fine. 

or other vessel either into or out of the bay or 

Harbor of Mobile, he shall forfeit and pay the 

sum of twenty five dollars, unless such ship or 

vessel be in distress or no regular pilot can be 

had. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That the 
master and wardens hereafter to be appointed, 
before they enter upon the execution of the said 
offices shall severally take an oath before the 
Governor (or any other person authorised by 
law to administer oaths of office) in the follow¬ 
ing words to wit: 

"I, A. B. will well, truly and faithfully, ac¬ 
cording to the best of my skill and understan¬ 
ding, execute the powers and duties vested in, Oath 
or enjoined on me by law, as master (or one of 
the wardens, as the case may be) of the port of 
Mobile,- so help me God” 

Sec. 9 And be it further enacted. That the 
said master and wardens shall keep an office in 
the town of Mobile, and shall cause to be made Keep office 
in a book, to be kept for that purpose, an entry 
of all their proceedings by virtue of this act, to 
which all persons may have recourse: and they 
shall be empowered to receive all pilotage mo¬ 
ney, which shall become due to any pilot or de¬ 
puty pilot, and on neglect or refusal of payment 
by the person who ought to pay the same, may 
sue for and recover the same, in the name of 
the said master and wardens, with cost, before 
any court having cognizance thereof; and in 
the said office shall be kept a separate acccount 
with each pilot of all monies received to his use, 
and the amount so due to each pilot, shall be 
paid to them, respectively, once in every three 
months, after deducting five per cent for the 
trouble of the said master and wardens; 
and all fines and forfeitures arising under this 
act, except the forfeited recognizances of pilots 
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and deputy pilots, shall be sued for and recov¬ 
ered as aforesaid by and in the name of the said 
master & wardens; & no such suit shall discon¬ 
tinue or abate by the death, resignation or re¬ 
moval from office of the said master or wardens, 
and all such fines and forfeitures, and the sums 
recovered on any forfeited recognizance, and 
not applied in discharge of damages as herein 
after mentioned, shall be paid to the said mas¬ 
ter and wardens, and be by them applied to¬ 
wards defraying their necessary expences ari 
sing in the execution of their trust. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That every 
branch pilot or deputy pilot hereafter to be ap 
pointed before he takes upon himself the execu 
tion of his office, shall enter into a recogni 
zance to the Governor of this Territory, with 
two sufficient securities to be approved by the 
master and wardens aforesaid, each branch pi¬ 
lot in the sum of one thousand dollars, and each 
deputy pilot in the sum of five hundred dollars 
conditioned that he will diligently and faith¬ 
fully execute the trust reposed in him as a pilot 
or deputy , (as the case may be) according to the 
directions of this act, and such rules and or¬ 
ders as shall be given in pursuance thereof; 
and every such recognizance if forfeited, may 
at the request of any person aggrieved, be pro¬ 
secuted in any court of the said town or Terri- 
tory having cognizance thereof to judgment 
and execution, as in other cases, and the a- 
mount of such recognizance when recovered; 
shall by an order of the court in which the same 
is recovered, be paid to the said master and 
wardens; & the said master & wardens, or a- 
ny three of them, shall in such case, and also at 
any time after said suit brought on, such recog¬ 
nizance if requested by any party interested 
therein, examine into and ascertain the dama¬ 
ges sustained by the persons so aggrieved and 
shall apply the monies so to be received, or as 
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much as shall be requisite to pay the damages 
so ascertained and shall make report in writing 
to the court in which such recovery shall be 
had, of the damages so ascertained and paid 
Provided however that if the branch or depu¬ 
ty pilot so offending, shall before judgment is 
obtained on his recognizance as aforesaid, pay 
to the party aggrieved, the damages so ascer¬ 
tained by the said master and wardens, in man¬ 
ner aforesaid, together with cost of suit, the 
suit on such recognizance shall be discontinued. 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted, That the 
said master & wardens or any one of tern shall 
if called upon by the person commanding any 
ship or vessel ariving from sea, inspect the Examine 

manner in which the hatches of such ship or Hatches, 
vessel were secured, previous to the opening 
thereof, for the purpose of discharge, and shall 
be present at the opening of the same, and 
shall upon every such survey, certify under his 
hand how the said hatches appeared to him, for 
which certificate he shall be entitled to two dol¬ 
lars; and the said master and wardens of any 
two of them shall be surveyors of damaged 
Goods brought into the port of Mobile, in any 
ship or vessel, and with the assistance of one or 
more skilful Carpenters, shall be surveyors ofSurveyor 
any damaged vessel, and any vessel deemed of goods 
unfit to proceed to sea, and they shall upon e- 
very such survey certify under their hands 
how the vessel or vessels so surveyed appeared 
to them and shall cause entries to be made in 
a book to be kept for that purpose in their of¬ 
fice, and for each certificate and entry they 
shall be entitled to two dollars, and for every 
duplicate thereof one dollar: And the said 
wardens shall severally be entitled for their 
services as surveyors of damaged Goods or 
vessels at the rate of two dollars and fifty cents 
per day, and farther, it shall solely belong to 
the said master and wardens, or any two of 
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them, to order and direct the sale of damaged 
goods by public Auction, giving notice of such 
public sale, at least two days before such sale 
is to take place, in some newspaper published 
Publication in the town of Mobile, and at least two of the 
said wardens shall be present at such public 
sale, and shall certify to the truth of the account 
of sales of the Auctioneer by whom such dam¬ 
aged goods shall be sold, and for such atten¬ 
dance and certificate, shall be entitled to the 
sum of ten dollars. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted, That nei¬ 
ther the master of wardens aforesaid, shall be 
Shall not be concerned directly or indirectly, in any pilot 
concerned, boat, or with any branch pilot, in respect to the 
business of his trust. 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted, That the 
said master and wardens, with the consent of 
the Governor of this Territory may make such 
rules and orders for the better government of 
the said pilots as they shall deem proper and 
the same from time to time to revoke and a- 
mend, and any three of the said master and 
Make rules wardens may impose fines for the breach of a 
ny such rules and orders upon any of the said 
pilots or deputy pilots: Provided that no fine 
for any offence, shall exceed twenty five dol¬ 
lars, unless any branch pilot or his deputy shall 
neglect or refuse to give all the assistance in 
his power to any ship or vessel appearing in 
Proviso, distress on the coast or in want of a pilot: and 
in such case every pilot or deputy pilot so of¬ 
fending, shall at the discretion of any three of 
the said master and wardens, be fined in any 
sum not less than twelve and a half dollars, nor 
Fine more than fifty dollars or be suspended from 
his office until the pleasure of the Governor of 
this Territory be made known. 

Sec. 14. And be it further enacted, That the 
said master and wardens shall furnish every 
pilot aforesaid with printed instructions in 
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French and English, to be shewn by such pilot 
to the master or commander of every vessel s 
soon as he shall go on board to take charge of 
such vessel, to pilot her into the bay and har¬ 
bor of Mobile. 

Sec. 15. And be it further enacted, That from 
and after the first day of March one thousand 
eight hundred and twenty, every branch pilot 
of the bay and harbor of Mobile, shall be own¬ 
er or part owner of a pilot boat of not less than Each pilot 

twenty two feet keel and seven feet and a half own part of 

beam, and to row not less than twelve oars boat, 

and shall keep such boat exclusively employed 
as a pilot boat; and every such branch pilot not 
owning or employing a pilot boat as aforesaid, 
shall forfeit his office, and in the mean time 
shall be suspended as aforesaid by any three 
of the master and wardens aforesaid. 

Sec. 16. And be it further enacted, That the 
master or owners of any ship or vessel appear¬ 
ing in distress, and in want of a pilot on the 
coast, shall pay unto such branch or deputy pi¬ 
lot, who shall have exerted himself for the pre¬ 
servation of such ship or vessel, such sum for 
extra services as the said master or owner and Extra pay 

pilot can agree upon : And in case no such a- 
greement can be made, the master and wardens 
aforesaid or any three of them, shall determine 
what is a reasonable reward, and the sum so 
determined by them, shall be collected in the 
manner by this act directed, for the collection 
of pilotage. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted, That if 
the master of any ship or vessel, coming into 
the bay of Mobile and being without the bar, 
shall refuse to receive on board and employ a Bound for

sel, shall pay to such pilot, who shall have 
offered to go on board, and take charge of the 
pilotage of such vessel, half pilotage. 

Sec. 18. And be it further enacted, That if a-

pilot when a boat is attending to receive such
